Ought not Chriſt to have ſuffered theſe things, and to enter into 
his Glory. 


T: are the words of our bleſſed Saviour, which he ſpake 


the firſt day of his Reſurre&ion, in conference with wo of 

his Diſciples as they were walking from Feruſalemto Emaus ; 

and doubtfully diſcourſing whether their Lord Jeſus were 
the Chriſt ; becauſe of the ſad and ſtrange things which had beral- 
len him at Feruſalem in his Sufferings, and yer as ſtrange rumours of 
him, as if he were riſen again. Our Saviour opportunely meets them, 
and refnlves chem from the Scriptures, that Chriſt ought to ſuffer 
theſe things, and moreover, to einer into Glory, 

The truth of the matter of Fact, That our Jeſus did ſuffer theſe 
things and enter in'o Glory, and the truth of the neceflicy of it ; 
that by divine Ocdination and Prediction, by the Prophets which 
have been ſince the World began, is now the comman Faith of all 
that profeſſes the Chriſtian Religion. But the full and comtor«able 
underſtanding of this glorious Myſtery, requires a diligent ſearch 
into the Holy Scriptures, comparing Spirirual chings wich Spiritual 
things, with an humble and ceachable Spiric. And becaule at the 
beſt, we know but in part, it is very meet we Co as the [7rae/ites were 
commanded to doin gathering Manna, to bring all into one com- 
mon heap for an equal Diſtribution ; fo truth ing it in love, as the 
Apoſtle phraſeth it, Eph. 4. 15s» AdnJzuc;\4s &y EV4TM & 'This 15 the 
ground of publiſhing thele following Obſervations. 

Theſe words do give a fair occaſion to make theſe Enquiries. 
1. What wee theſe Sufferings which Chrilt did ſuffer ? 
2. Of what nature or kind thele Sufferings were, whether puniſh- 
ments to Chriſt, or only perte&ting Trials ? 

. Why it was neceſlary he ſhould enter into Glory, as well as 
ſuffer theſe things ? 

4. For what great Ends it was neceſſary that Chriſt ſhould both 


{uffer theſe things, and alſo enter into Glory.

For the Firſt. 
What were tle Suſferings which Chriſt Cid ſuſfer ? 
Many andgreat were the Sufferings ol! our bleiſed Saviour, from 

his tirch to his burial: Bur theſe in this Text refer to thole he ſat, 

tered in the laſt turn of his life ; which he calls an hour ? could 5: 

92 th with me ove biur ? therefore come TI to this hour, now i; 

your hour, 2nd the power of 6x1knefs, And the Propheſics in P/. 2. 

P/. 22. P/. 69. and in 7/2. 53. ſeem all to print to this hour, which 

hour {ecems to begin atzout the time of one Diſciples betraying hiny, 

and went on in ancthets denying him, and all of them torlaking 

and flying from Lim; a Banu of. Soldiers apprehended him as a 

noto:1ovs MalcfaRor, then in mocking and wounding him with a 

Crown of Thorns, {miting him, with ſpitting upon him, and re- 

proaching him ; then falſly acculing him as a Blaſphemer , a falls 

Prophet an Enemy to Caſar ; and then condemning him by pub- 

lick vote of tlie Fews, and final ſentence cf the Roman Gover- 

nour, to a molt painful and ſhameful death ; and by che Judicial 

Law moſt accuſed, as belonging to the greateit MalefaQtors : Thus 

he was rejected both by Jews and Gentzles, who came to his own 

Kindred and Nation, to gather them asa Hen gathers her Chicks 

under her Wings. 

In this hour, Satan and the whole power of Darkneſs, had liber- 
ty by divine Permiſſion, to do their utmoſt againſt Chriſt to bring 
him to ſin againſt God, as Adam did, ſo to ſpoil the deſign tor 
Man's Salvation. 

Thel&endeavours of Satan-may be conceived under two notions, 
Injuries and Tentations: Injuries to the outward-man, Tentations 
on the Inner-man : or in one word, Teinpting Injuries,or Injurious 
Tentations. In P/.2. they areexpreſled by the rage of the Heather, 
In P/. 22. are deſcribed the particular Injuries Chriſt was to ſuff:r, 
and compared to the affaults of Bulls, the roaring of ramping Lions, 
the aſlemblics of barking and biting Dogs. In 7a. 534. 6. the Suſ:- 
rings of Chriſt are declared by one word, The In:quities of us al, 
which God Jaid on him, or cauſed them to mcet upon him 3 and 
he bore them with Patience, v. 11. the iniquities which God laid 
upon him and he Gid bear, were the perſecution and injurious deal- 
iug of us all, that is, of Fews and Gentiles, Rulers and Commons, 
we were all guiltyot wounding, ſmiting,de{piſing, oppreſling,lay- 
ings Chriſt asan innocent Lambby one Conlent,as the Hiſtory doth 
plainly demonſtrate z and that their iniquities ſignifie their injurious 
dealings, may appear by this Prophets interpretation of the word, 
Ja. 59. 34+ Your works are works of iniquity, your thoughts are thoughts

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of iniquity, compared with 1 Tim. I. 13. a Perſecutior, Injurious,

Laſtly, Tr appears that the Sufferings of Chriſt (Ys not only out- 
ward Injuries, but ſecret Tentations, by Hb. 2.18. he ſuflered and 
was tempted, which Par! calls the B: Nlecings of Satan ; herempred 
him to diftruft, impatience, and revenge; we may conceive with 
ſuch ſuggeſtions and ſolicitations as theſe, Where is now 4 ou! God 2 
Whece is now your Miraculous Power ? you ae now forgotten 
and forſaken 3 you are in my power, and ihail not eſcape punith- 
ment for yourevil doings, Cc. 

The Second E nauiry. 

Whether the Sufferings of Chriſt were puniſhments or tryals in 
Gods intention ? 

Thatchey were pun: ihments on him as a guilty finner in the in- 
tentions of Men, is evident, for'the Fews call Pilate, 1f he were 
not a Maletator, we would not have d:livered him to the. And 
it was the ſenſe of Cajaphas lis Counſel, That one man mull Wic thr 
the people z meaning, "Chat jaſtice muſt be done upon ſui: a nog 
rious Enemy to C2/ar,or ellc the Remans would come u con! tem as 
Rebels.

R. 2. This Aſſertion doth not agree with the merhod of Divine 
Grace, expreſſed in Rom. 8. 3, 4. Rom. 5. 19. and $ Jon 22. , The 
method in Rom. 8: is, Chriſt condemned fin in the Fleſh, that is, obey- 
ed God fully in Mans nature againſt all tentations by the power of 
the Spirit , by which he was conceived, to the end that one that is 
born of the ſame Spiric, and walks by the ſame Spirit, might be 
able to perform the righteouſneſs, not the rigour of the Law, which 
te cannot perform by the power of Nature. \ 

But this Aſſertion ſays ineffte&t, That Chriſt was condemned by 
. our ſin, that his condemnation might be imputed to us, for our ful. 
filling the righteouſneſs and rigour of the Law, tho we walk after 
the Spirit, Inlike manner, itdoth as it were make Roy. 5. 19. lay, 
as by the diſobedience of one many are made Sinners, fo by the 
puniſhment of the diſobedience of one, many ſhall be imputed 
(not made) Righteous : and 1 Per. 3. 18. muſt found thus 3 Chriſt 
ſuffered for Sin, the Unjuſt for the Unjuſt. And x Fohn 2. 2. We 
have an Advocate Jeſus Chriſt the ſinner: fuch ill Interpretations 
ſeems to follow ; and our rejoycing muſt be, that God accounts 
Chciit a Sinner in our ſtead, and puniſheth him in our ſtead, tho he 
was moſt Righteous. 

R. 3. Chriſt is an Example to us in his Sufferings to follow his 
ſieps, 1 Per. 2, 21. But if he ſuffered as puniſht as a guilty Sinner 
in our ſtead, his Sufferings areunimitable by us, we can imitate them 
On) as Tryals. 

R 4. In ſuffering puniſhments for fin, Man is meerly paſlive, 
Chiilt in his Sufferings was very Active, and not meerly Paflive, 
Ergo, his Sufferings were not Puniſhments. 

The Attrvity of Chriſt in bu Sufferings. 
1, Hi: >offerings wereVoluntary, Fobn 10. 17,18. He yielded him- 
ſe!' ro is Enemies when he might have avoided them; He gave 
up i11- Spirit before they could take it away by compulſion. 2, His Suf- 
t-r'-1gs were Acts of Obedience, Phil. 2. 7, 8. Heb. x0, 7. I come 
to Uo thy Will, thy Law is in my Heart. 

3. His Sufferings were Victorious ; he conflicted with, and con- 
quered in all Tencations ; hereſiſted unto Blood ſtriving againſt Sin, 
tor the Joy that was ſet befo:e him ; he endured the Croſs, and de- 
ſpifed the ſhame. His Agonies and the Travail of his Soul, were 
not his Puniſhments, buc his Fightings the good Fight of Faith and 
Pacicuce, and Love, conquering diſtruſt, impatience and revenge, 
by Prayer, Watchfulnels, and Praying , for the Tranſgreſſors : 


wherein 
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wherein, tho as the natural 4dam, he was weak and ſubjed to fear, 
yet as the Spiritual Adam, he was ready, undaunted, and fearleſs, 
by Death overcame him who had power to put him to Death. 
Heb. 2. 12. 

4. His Sufferings were Sacrificing Sufferings, in Obeying he Con- 
quered, in Conquering he offered himſelf a Sacrifice or Acceptable 
Gift to God ; he loved us, and gave Himſelf for us, Eph. 5. 2. 
+ which Sacrifice or Holy Gitt, was adumbrated by the T egal $acti- 
fices in reſpe& to our Nature, he was a whole Burnt-offering, and 
an Offering of a Sweet Smelling Savour; in reſpe& of our p:rlons 
he wasa Sin-offering, and a Peace-offering. 

He was an Holocauſt, or whole Burnt-offering, preſenting Him: 
ſelf in Soul and Body blameleſfs, in Flames of Faith and Love to 
his Father : He was a Sacrifice of a ſweet ſmell, by reaſon of the 
Bloud and the Fat,both which were reſerved to God,of every Sacri- 
fice as moſt Holy, Numb. 18. 17. Eph. 5. 2. 

He was a Sin-offering, in reſpe& of remembrance of perſonal 
and particular Sin, with profeſſion of Faith and Repentance in the 
perſon that brought the Sacrifice, Heb. 10. 17, 1$. He was a Peace- 
offering, becauſe by him our Gifts and Sacrifices of Thankſgiving 
are acceptable to God, Heb. 13. r5. 

5. His Sufferings were a Meretorious price for Mans Redemption, 
1Pet. 11.8, 19. 

To put all together, the Sufferings of Chriſt were all a&s of vo- 
luntary obedience, to the command of the Father, to break the head 
of the Serpent, in all his injurious Tentations, and preſent the nature 
of Man as an acceptable Gift to God, anda valuable price of Mans 
Redemption, from the Guile, Power, and Condemnation of the 
Law of Works, intothe enjoyment of a full Remiſſion a new Heart, 
and Adoption to Eternal Life by the Law of Grace. But it hz 
Sufferings of Chriſt, were puniſhments of him as a Guilty Sinner in 
our ſtead, they were not theſe afts of Obedience, but mere Patlt- 
ons, Ergo his Sufferings were not puniſhments. 

R. 5. In Heb 5.8, 9. there are three Expreflions againſt this A(- 
ſz:tion, (1.) Chriſt learned Obedience by his Sufferings, (2.) He 
was perſeed by his Sufferings, (3.) Chriſt being Conſecrate by his 
Sufferings. became after that the Author of Salvation, to them that 
obey him in his miniſterial call ; for if this Afſertion be true, we 
are in Chriſt before his Sutferings, and perfe&t by his Sufferings as 
by our ſurety for debt ; but by this Text we are not accounted ſa- 
red by Chriſt, until we obey his call. 

R. 6, David 
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R. 6. David was a Type of Chriſt in his Sufferings and Glory, 
as appears in P['2. and P22. He ſuffered many injuries and Tenta- 
tions,but none of them Puniſhments for Sin: And God is repre- 
ſented in P/. 2.as Judge betwixt Chriſt and the Rulers, dericling their 
faiſe Jucgment, tut not Condemning Chriſt with them ; Ihaveſcr 
my King, &c. 

R. 7. This Aſertion deſcribes our Salvation by a p2nal farisfacti- 
on, by a Surety to make good the Debt, by a Covenant of Works ; 
But the Scripture deſcribes our Salvation, by the obedient (atisf2i- 
con of the Captain of our Salvation, as a ſurety to contirm the pro- 
miles, to forgive the debt on ſeeking Mercy. 

The Third Inquiry. 
Why it was neceſſary Chritt thould enter into Glory as well as 
ſuffer theſe things 7 
Yur Bleſſed Saviour explains this, he ſays, Yobn 17. That he 
bour is come, whercin he fmiſhed the work Gol gave him, to gloritie 
him on Earth; and ſays on the Crols, it is frijhed, and prays that 
God would now glorifi: bim with bimfelf 5 by whici it appears, that 
Chriſt was to do the Will of the Facher in Heaven, as well as on 
Earth, for the complzating our Redemption. His work on Earth 
was compleat as to the mericoricus work of Teaching an Suffering: 
But for the effeQual Application of ir, the Will of the Father was 
to be done in H-avenz his Will on Earth was done (as it weic) 
in an hour, but his Will in Heaven is a wotk of Ages, fo long. a; 
the Church is in Gathering, ſo long is the Church in Redeeming, 
until all be compleat in the Reſurrection of the Boy, and theretoie 
our Saviour enters upon this part of Redemption at his ReſurreQiun, 
and aſcends to the right hand of the Father, to receive the promiſed 
Miniſterial Spirit, to give forth for the proclaiming this glad Tidings 
nd pzr{wading Men toreceiveit; andechen tobe a Prieſt for ever 
at the Fathers right Hand, after the order of Melchiſadech, whole 
Throne is Juſtice, and Judgment, and Mercy, and "Truth, go be- 
fore his Face. He is made a Throne of Grace,a Mer. y-ſ.at tor fin- 
ners to addreſs unto, to obtain Remifſton of Sin by and throuzh 
Faich in kis Blood,and all good things promiſcd. And he is entr:d 
into Glory, not only to Judge his pzople in pertecting the Wo! k of 
their Redemption, according to the Law of his Grace, but allotc 
ſuccour them in all Dangers and Temptations, tor which end! heis 
beyond the reachot all his Adverſaries, and 152Ve the Monarc!i of 
the World, tho not a worldly Monarch, the King of Kings, and 
Lord of LoiCs. 
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The Fourth Enquiry. | 

For what great Endsor Effects it was neceſary that Chrilt houvld 
ſuffer theſe things and enter into Glory. 

This is an unſcarchable depth; it is lafe for us to keep to what is 
revealed, and to bring our notions to the Text, and not the Texc 
to Our CONC2pt ions. 

There are Four Principal Ends or EiteQs mentioned inthe Scrip- 
tures. As, 

1. To Manifeſt the Grace of God in i:s Fr22:!om, Riches, and 
Extent. 

2. To Manif:7 the Marvellous and Manifold Willom of God. 

3. To Maniteit and Vindicaie the Severicy of Gol's J.dginents

4. To Mumtelt the ſy;mpathetical Power of Chriit, .in ſcc2our- 
ing his Church in her Suffering, tor his Name fake. 
Of the Fir#f End : And Fiilt, Of the Freedom ofthe Crace of 
God. 
This Freedom of the Grace of God in t!:;2 work of Nan's Re- 
demption, ſeems to exclude any Conſideration of a penal fatisfacti- 


on, to the wrath and vindictive Juſtice of Gol by the Madiatour, 
as Antecedent to the Remifhon of Adams Sing but implys,tha: God 


was pleaſed to remit Adams Sin upon the Account of the Media- 
tors obedience to the Juitice of his tree promile, without a penal 
Satisfaction ; ſo that the face of Man's Redemption from the begin- 
ning was Mercy and Truth, and not vindicive Julticz. 
This doth abundantly appear in Holy Scripture. As 
Faſt, In the Old Teſtament, in Exod. 34. when God proclaims 
His Name, it is Mercy in the firft placz, torgiving Iniquity, Tran!- 
greflion and Sin, and Judgment in the Second place. In the de- 
ſcription cf the Throne of God, The Propiec David detcribes God 
ſitting on his Throne, to have Mercy and 'Truch go b:tore his Face, 
P[. 89. 14. And David de(cribes his own Thronz, as King of Tracl, 
who was cobelike unto God in his Government, in this manner, Pſ. 
Io1.1. I will ſing of Mercy and Judgment, unto thee O Lord will I ſing. 
And the Evangelical Prophet, I/a. 55. 5. ater hz had promiſed a- 
bundance of Pardon without any penal fatizfation, he Anſwers 
the Objeions which unbelieving Men are ready to make againlt 
this Free Mercy-of God, as if it were againſt his juit proceedings, 
he Anſwers all Mens thoughts about it, with this ſaying from 
the Lord; My ways are not as your Ways, nor my thoughts as your 
thoughts, 
In 
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In the New Teſtament our bleſſed Saviour Himſelf declares 
this glorious Truth in a Parable, Marth. 18. 23, ©. he faith, the 
Kingdom of H:aven (which is the Kingaom of Grace) is not like 
the Man that took him that owes him yoo Pence by the Throat, 
and ſaid, pay me that thou oweſt me, befo.e he woulu ſhew him 
anv kindneſs: But the Kinzdom of Heaven is like to a King that 
took Account of his Servanr, who owed him a Thouſand Talents, 
and when he had nothing to pay, upon his Intreaty forgave him 
all. And our Apoſtle the Teacher cf the Gentil-s, declares the 
Dodrine of Chrilts Redemption in this manner, Rem:. 3. 24, 25. 
he ſaith, the Redemption that is by Jeſus Chrilt is treely by Grace ; 
and this freedom he explains by ewo remarkable Expreflions in 
the Context ; the firſt expreſſion is that he ſaith, the Redemption 
of Chriſt declares the Righteouſneis of God, for the Remiſſion of 
Sins ; which Righteouſneſs of God cannot be underſtood of his 
vindictive Juſtice, but of his Mercy and Truth in Performance of 
the Grace of the New Covenant, accoiding to St. Fobn's Expreſſion, 
if we confeſs our ſn, God # righteous and juſt to forgive ſin, x John 
1. 9. The Second Expreflion is in wer/. 28. where he faith, we 
are juſtified by Faith, without the law of Works : Where without the 
Law of Works, muſtneceſlarily exclude all Penal Satisfaction for 
breaking the Law. 

The Notion of Chriſts being Adams ſurety for debt, as bound in 
the ſame Bond with him, is Defe&ive for thele Reaſons, As 

x. It ſuppoſeth Chriſts ſatisfaQion to penal vindidtive Juſtice, to 
bethe firſt AR of Chriſts Mediation, which is againſt the abſolute 
freedom of the Law of Grace. 

2. It ſuppoſeth Chriſt to be guilty of Adams Sin, which is againſt 
the Reward of the Law of Grace. 

3- It infers that Chriſt ſhould reſtore Adam to the ſtate wherein he 
was before he ſinned, which is againſt the Nature of the Law of 
Grace. 

Secondly, Chriſt ſuffering theſe things and entring into Glory, 
doth alſo manifeſt the Riches and tull meaſure of Grace, nat 
only for the pardon of tranſgreſlors againſt the Law of Works, 
= - for obtaining a new Heart, and Adoption to Eternal Life. 

Thirdly, The Extent alſo of Divine Grace is hereby manifeſted, 
becauſe Chriſt did not only ſuffer and enter into Glory as the Son of 
David, of the ſeed of Avraham, but alſo as the Son of Adam, inthe 
common nature of Mankind, Luk. 3. 
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Of the Second End, viz. 


Chriſt ſuffered theſe things, and eritigd into Glory, to manifeſt the 
manifold Wiſdom of God in the Wori of Man's Redemption, Ephef. 

. Io. The Wiidom of God in this Glorious Work is neither corn- 
pichenſible nor expreſlible by us; it may ſuffice to obſerve what the 
Scripture ſaith touching the marvellous Conſtitution of the Perſon of 
the Redeemer, and the Order of the Work in us an | upon us. 

The Perſon of Chriſt is ſometimes ſect forth by a (icicription of the 
Divine Nature, as he is called the Son of GoJ, fometimes by a delcci» 
ption of the Human Nature, as he is called the Son ot Man, ſome- 
times by Expreſſions that fignitie the admirable Union ot both, 

Expreſlions referring to the Divine Nature arc ſuch as theſe 3 Fob 
I. 1,2, 3, 4+ Col. 1.15, 16. Heb. 1. 2, 3. the Word, the Light, the 
Image of the inviſible God, the brightneſs of his Glory, and the engraven 
Form of bis Perſon, for whom are all things, and by whom are all things. 

Expreſſions referring to his Human Nature are ſuch as theſe ; The 
Son of Man, conceived by the Holy Ghoſt, made of a Woman, barn of a Vir- 
gin ; he grew in Wiſdom and Stature, an41 favour with GOD and 
Men 3 he received the Spirit without meaſure, was ſubje& to his Pa- 
rents, was made under a Law, not only under the Moral and Cerc - 
wonial, but alſo the Judicial, as exerciſed by the Fews, and not on- 
ly the Judicials of the Fews, but alſo the Judicials of the Romans, 
who then ruled over the Fews 3 he fubmitte4 himfclf to their Ju'g- 
ment, though falſe and injurious, and executed by wicke.! Hands, by 
whom he ſuffered many grievous things, bearing their Injuries victo- 
riouſly, in the power of Faith and Patience ; fo that bs the wiſe 
and holy Provid.nce of the Father, being male pcrfc& an4d conſecrate 
by Sufferings, he became a Surety of the Promiſes of Remiſſion and 
Adoption to Eternal Life, making thcm his Tettament or Latt Will, 
which he contirme.! by his Deaih and Bloo.lihe.iding. And having 
cone the Will of the Father upon Earth, an being perfeted by his 
Sufferings, he became the Firlt-bcgotten of the Dead, the Firti-fruits of 
them thai ſleep, and is made an eternal Prieſt at the Right Hand of 
the Fa'her, atter the Order of Melchiſedeck, King of Righteouſnels, 
and Kivg of Peace, whoſe Throne is a Throne of Grace tor poor Sin- 
ners tu feck for the Mercy of the Father by him, and (+ is made the 
Hea | ot all things to the Church, the Saviour of his Bod -, the Heir 
of all things. Thus Chriſt was another Ad.m, a ſuffering and a con- 
quering Man, and a gloritied Man, which the firſt 4dim was nor. 

Exyrdli os tigaityr ig the Union of both Natures in Chriſt's Perſon,

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God manifeſt in the Fleſh, juſtified in the Spirit, ſeen of Angels, preached in 
the World, received up to Glory, in whom the Fulneſs of the Godhead dwells 
bodily, or in whoſe Body or Human Natnre the Fulneſs of the Godbead 
dwells as in his Temple, Emanuel, God with us, and God with him. 

The manifold Wiſdom of God appears not only in the Contiitution 
of the Perſon of a Meiiator for us, but alſo in his Work in us and 
upon us : Ie ſpeak, ſaith the Apolile, the wiſdom of God (meaning 
his operation in us) in a myſtery. Some of which Work may appear in 
this Obſ{:rvation : 

The Apolile declares the Work of Redemption by one word of Re- 
conciliation or Atonement, which he ſets torth in reference to a gene- 
ral notion commorr to ail Mankind, and a particular notion referring to 
the Perſons of Men. 

The gcneral notion of Reconciliation or Redemption is God's re- 
conciling the World of Mankind (confifting of Few and Gentile) to 
himſelf, into one ſtate of Churchhood by Jeſus Chriſt, doing the Will 
of the Father in our common Nature : which Reconciliation or Re- 
cemption appzars in three things. 

x. The taking away the Partition-wall, which conſiſted in dividing 
Ordinances. 

2. The not imputing their Sins to them, when they both were ripe 
for Deſtruction, and giving them a farther day of his Patience. 

3. The ſending forth a Miniſtry of Reconciliation both to Few and 
Gentile. This is aſſerted in 2 Cor. 5. 18, 19. which may be thus para- 
phraſed ; All things in the Church fiate are new, and are of a recon- 
Cciled God, who hath in the firſt place accepted an Atonement for the 
Fews by Jcſus Chriſt, and hath given us the Apoſiles of Chriſt Au- 
thority to minitter this Reconciliation, not only to the Few, but to tell 
all the Worl, That God hath put both Fews and Gemiles into one 
ftate of Churchhood, in relation to himſelf, by the Atonement whick 
Chriſt hath made, and is pleaſed, for his ſake, to give them a farther 
day of his Patience, and a Word of Command to us, the Apoſiles, to 
ſettle an] exerciſe one reconciling Miniſtry, without difference of Na- 
tions in all the World. 

The Perſonal Notion of Reconciliation Is, the reconciling our Souls 
and Spirits to Go, from our natural Enmity to a (ſupernatural Love 
in yielding our ſelves to be perſwaded to be the Righteouſneſs or 
Workman(hip of God, by the power of Chrili's Miniſterial Spirit, gi- 
ven forth fince his ReſurreRion, and to be perſwaded hereunto from 
the conlileration of the great Love of Chriſt in ſuffering of himſelf to 
be mzde in reputation ot a Sinner, by wicked Sinners, that he might 
as a perfeRiy-tryec! xighteous man, obtain the Spitit of Regeneration, 
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(Gal. 3. 12, 13.) to be given to us Gentiles, to make us really and ac- 
ceptably righteous, and not only ſo, but alſo conft..ering that he hath 
procured a Day of Grace, wherein cur accepting of Chrilt's pe: {w2- 
live Operations will be accepted of the Father ; and allo c-nit ering that 
the preſent time is that our Day. This concerning our Perſona! Re- 
conciliation is aſſerted alſo in 2 Cor. 5. 29, 21. & Cap. 6. 1, 2. 

The general notion of Reconciliation and Re.iemption is aſſerted in 
John 1. 29. Chriſt is the Lamb of God, which takes away th2 ſin of the 
world, Here the World is the World of the Gentiles, as well as of the 
Jews; the Sin of the World is the Ju.'gment which lay upon the Na- 
tions for their Apoſtacy at the Tower of Bah./, from the Faith of 
Noah; which Judgment was by Confution of Tongues to ſeparate them 
from the Houle of Sem, who kept the Faith, and (o they were with- 
out God, without Chriſt, dead in Sins, under the Government of the 
Prince of Darkneſs, This Sin was taken away by Chriſt, an1 a Re- 
conciliation made by his Sacrifice in Man's Nature, whereby he meri- 
ted a Miniſtry of Reconciliation, with the Gifts of Tongues to bring 
them again to God. Reconciliation implys a preceding Judgment, a 
Judgment ſuppoſes a Sin of Apoſtacy, Apoſtacy ſuppoſes a precedent 
good Condition: Adam was in a good Condition, then followed his 
Apoſtacy, then a Judgment, then a Reconciliation out of meer Merc, 
by a Promiſe of a Redeemer, Gen. 3. 15. which put Man into a good 
condition again, to come to God by an atoning Sacritice. Then came 
an Apoſtacy from the right way of ſacriticing in Cain and his Poltericy 
If thou doeſt well, ſaith the Lord to him, (that is, in ſacrificing aright) 
ſhalt thou not be accepted ? This Apoltacy of the Cainites (pread over 
the face of the whole World, then came the Juigment of the FlooJ, 
then followed a Reconciliation. Gen. 8. 21. it's ſaid, That GoJ1 ſmelt 
a favour of Reſt in Noab's Sacritice, and Mankind was put into a good 
condition again 3 then came the Apoliacy at the Tower of Babel, for 
which the | cots of Diſchurching came upon them, till the Lamb 
of God offered himſelf in the common Nature of Man, ard made Pezcs 
tor them by the Blood of his Croſs, and brought them into a (alvablc 
liate, egual with the Fews. 

The general notion of Redemption is alſo ſet forth by thefe genera] 
Expreſhons, viz. Chriſt dy'd for us all, he was deliver'd for our Sins, b: 
ſuffer'd for Sin : where the word us all lignities us Men of all Nations, 
and the word Sin or Sins lignitics the natural Apcliacy and frequent 
Adings of it. That us ll is meant of Men of all Nations, appears in 
I Tim. 2. where all, inv.6. refers to Men. In v. r, 4. it fignities 
Men of all Nations. 
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It's alſo obſervable, in reference to the general notion, That the 
Work of. Redemption and Reconciliation refers to certain Times an 
Sealons, Rom. 5. 6. Chritt, accor<ing to the Seaſon, dy'd for the Un. 
godl; z Chiiti was ſent in the fulneſs of Times, Gal. 4. 4. He gave 
himſelf a Raiiſ\me, witneſſed in the proper ſeaſons, x Tim. 2.6, Ty 
the diſpenſation of the fulneſi of Times God gathers or reconciles all sbings 
to himſelf b, Chritt, Eph. 1,10. Here Things lignities Perſons, as the 
Subſtantiv? is ften put for the 4djeFive, the Abſtraft for the Concrete, 
More Hebraico. This ſeems to be the true Uviverſal Redemption, 
which the Apoſile ſeems to comprehend in one ſentence, with admira. 
tion of the Wiſlom and unſearchable Ways of God ; the ſentence is 
th's, iz, God hath ſet up all (Nations) in Unbelief, that he might 
have mercy upon all ( Nations ) in their times and turns, Rom. 11, 
3T, 32. 

Now concerning the Perſonal Reconciliation and Redemption, which 
amounts to a Perſonal E] Qtivn. 

As the Rec: n. iliation of our Nature in the Perſon of Chriſt is «&x- 
preſſed b - the Bl:od ard Deaih of Chriſt for us, ſo our Perfonal Recon. 
ciliatiou is exprcſei by the Righteouſneſs of God manifeſted in all 
and upon all that bclicve, Kom. 3. 21, 22. By the Righteouſnels of 
Ged is meant the Fait! fulneſs of God in performing his merciful Pro- 
miſcs, eſpe. ially touching bis ſerding Chriſt and the Spirit to the Gen- 
tiles, Thc Apolite (aith, This is witneſſed as 8 diftind thing in the Law 
and the Prophets, fromthe Law of Works. For inltance, in the Lav this 
Faithfulnefſs of God is called the Name of God, Exod. 34.6. In the 
Pſalms in's called the Mercy and Truth of God, Pſal. x00. & 117. and 
the Righteouſneſs «of God, Pjal. 71. 2. 15, 16. Pſal. 103. 17, and Mercy 
and Truth and Righteouſneſs of God arc put together, Pſal. 98. 2, 3. 
Salvation and Mercy an. Tra:h, Righteouſneſs and Reconcilzation, are join d 
together, Pſal. 85, 10. 11, In the Prophecy of the Prophet Iſazah, 
this Fait!tulncls of God, in his merciful Promiſes in ſending Chriſt 
and his Spirit (whi.h is the ground of the New Covenant) is called 
the Righteouſneſs of God, an. bs Salvation, Iſa. 56. 1. In Feremiab it 
is called the N. w Covenant, Fer. 31. 31. This Righteouſneſs of Ggd, the 
Apoltle (ſaith, is now manifeſted by the Faith of Chriſt. 

This Expr:{ſi n of the Faith of Chriſt is often uſed to (ignifie the 
preaching the D. Qrine of Faith in Chriſt, whereof Chriſt is the Au- 
thor, b his Sy»irit, which is allo call:d the Law of Faith, Miniſtr» of 
the Spiri', ard Mi: iftiry of Reconciliation, or of reconciling our Per- 
ſons to Gol, thr v. may parrake of the Beacht of God's being recon- 
ciled to us by the D.aih of Chiilt, 
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This manifeſtation of the Righteouſneſs of God bz the Faith of 
Chriſt, is in us, and upon us, that believe, It is in ws This, in 
one word, is the Work of Faith; in two worc.'s, it's the Similitude of 
the Life and Death of Chriſt, imprinted in our Hearts ; in three words 
it's Faith, Hope, and Love. And this Righteouſneſs is by the Mini- 
ſiry of Reconciliation «pon us, and applv'd unto us, by forgiveneſs of 
Perſonal Sins, with inward Peace, and Joy, and Adoption to Eternal 
Life. 

This notion of reconciling the Nature and Perſons of Men, runs in 
the Veins of the Apolile's Diſcourſe of Jultitcation, in Rom, 3. 24. 
he ſaith, We are juſtified freely by Grace : This Grace is the Law of 
Grace, and that Law, he faith, is the Redemption that is by Chriſt. 
This is the general notion of Chriſt's taking our Nature. And then 
he adds the notion of Perſonal Redemption, when he faith, that God 
hath fet him forth (miniſterially) to be a Mercy-ſeat, through Fait! 
in his Blood, for the remiflion of our Perſonal Sins, Rom. 4. 25. H- 
dyed for our Sins, ( here is the Reconcilixtion of our Nature) and he 
aroſe for our Fuſtification 3 there is the Reconciliation cf our Perſons. 
And in Rom. 5. from v. 6, to1o., There is an Atonement made by 
Chriit's Death when we were Enemies in the higheſt degree of Apo- 
ftacy, ripe for Defirucion ; this is the Atonement in our Nature, And 
then he mentions the Atonement received, which is our Perſonal Re- 
conciliation, That Pattern of wholſome words in Tit. 3. 3, 4,5, 6 
7,8. is very remarkable for the method of D;vine Wiſdom in the Na-, 
tional ard Perſonal Reconciliation, put together as it is in 2 Cor. 5. 
from v. 16, to the end, which place gives light to this in Titus, and 
this to that, being thus paraphraſed : We all were ſometimes fooliſh, 
diſobedient, &c. but after the Kindneſs and Love of God our Saviour 
to Mankind appeared, in fening his Son in the nature of Man, by 
him to reconcile the World to himf:lf, in doing his Will in all his 
Commands, again(t all Temptations to the contrary 3 he was pleaſcd 
to ſave our Perſons, not by Works of Righteouſneſs which we had 
done, or Surety for us, or as imputed to us in a legal way, but of 
his meer and abſolute Free Mercy, making us new Creatures, which 
he did in this method : He hrlt brought vs into a ſtate of Regenera- 
tion, and then perfedted the Work ot Regeneration by the Miniliry 
of his own Spirit, which he pourcd on us the Apoſtles, by the Inter- 
cetin of Jcſus Chriti, aſcen.ied into Heaveo, to the en\l that we be- 
ing by the operation of his Grace made righteous in the Gift of a new 
Heart, and perfect Remiſſion of Sin, as by the Spirit and Blod of 
Chrill, we might, by the Spirit of Adoption, be made Heirs of Eternal 
Life, whereot we hope, according to his Promiſe, Fohn 3. 16, God (© 


loved 


loved the World, that he gave his only begotten Son, that whoſoever beljeys; 
in bim ſhall not periſh, but have everlaſting Life. In this Pattern of who). 
ſome words our Apoſtle anſwers a Caſe of Conſcience, which every 
Soul is concerncd in, viz, How a Perſon that hath ſome time been 
foolilh, diſcbedient. ferving divers Lults and Pleaſures, &c. may have 
hope of Etcrnal Lite, 

He anſwers in cffe& thns much, That there are three things done 
by Chriſt, and three things to be done by the Sinner. 

* 1. Chriſt hath made an Atonement for Mankind, that any that hath 
the Nature of Man may come to God in the way of his Mercy, and in 
the da; of Mercy. 

2, Chriſt hath provid:d Means of Grace to make them new Crea- 
tures, which are, Baptiſm and a Spiritual Miniſtry. 

3. When the Work of Renovation is traly wrought, ſo as the Love 
of God is poured into the Soul, he hath provided a Seal to confirm his 
Adoption tothe Inheritance of Eternal Life, by the Witneſs of his own 
Spirit, filling his Heart with Joy and Peace, in hope and expeRa- 
tion of it. 

The three things to be done on Mars part, are, 

1. He is to believe the Atonement, and receive it with all readineſs, 
notwithſtanding his many and great Offences, though his Sins be of 
Crimſon, of a deep dye ; for Chriſt came into the World to ſave 
the Chicf of Sinners, 

2. He mult yield himſelf to the Means of Grace for his: Reno- 
vation. 

3. In the conſcionable uſe of the Means of Grace he muſt pray 
for the Manifeftations and Confirmarion of Chriſt's Love, and wait 
for the Motions of the Spirit of Adoption, rejoycing in Hope. 

Thus a Sinner may be truly ſaid to convert himſelf to God, and no 
Glory duc to Man in the Work 3 and Chriſt truly ſaid to work all things 
k in all Perſons, 

' And it's obſervable, that the Apoſile, in dircQing a Sinner how to 
| know his Salvation, doth not begin at the eternal purpoſe of God in 
Ele&ion, but at the way of working out his Salvation ; for although 
| It's God's way to work all things according to bis Eternal Purpoſe, and 
known to God are all his Works from the beginning of his Purpoſes, 
| yet our way of knowing his Purpoſes is by his Work, in the difpenſ«- 
Þ| tron of the fulneſi of Times, Eph. 1. 10. unleſs it be by Special Reve- 
| lation. 

Another Obſervation to demonſtrate the manifold Wiſdom of God 
in the Work of Man's Redemption, conlidered generally and particular- 
ly, is from that word to himlelf, tw, applicd diliinG1y to the Father 
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in 2 Cor. 5. 18, 19. & Eph. 5.2, 3. to Chrift, Gol the Father hath 
reconciled the World of Mankind (were they Tervs or Genti!es ) by Jc- 
ſus Chrift, to himſelf, which ſcems to fgnite, to his own wie end fcr- 
vice, as that whercin he deligh:s to cifplay his Glory an. the Riches of 
his Grace, 

It's by Chrift's Atonement that Mankind liver, and moves, and have 
their being continued, that God cuties his Sun to (ſhine on the Jul an 
Unjult, that Szed-time and Harvett ace vet continue.), that rare Inven- 
tions are found out, that a Bleſſing attends Mens honelt Endeavours, 
that Princes decree Juſtice, and Human Societics are preſerved: It is 
from Chriſt's Atonement that Sentence againſt an Evil Work is not ſpee- 
cily executed, and Ju igments executed have an end many times, and 
Sin no longer imputed, and Mercy revived in God's Government of this 
World, This Love of the IWorld of Mankind God gave them on the account 
of Jeſus Chriſt, who was the Lamb ſlain in Go.!'s holy purpole from 
the beginning of the World of Mankind, to take away that Contu- 
tion which Sin had brought into the World of Mankind. 

But beſiiles this common Love which God hath to Manking, from 
Chriſt's Atonement, he hath an higher degree of Love for Mankind, on 
the account of Chrift's Atonement, which reſpeAs Eternal Life, which 
Adam loſt, which is noted by the Word So, in Fohn 3- 16. He ſo lo- 
ved, to (uch a degree 3 he loved all Mankjnd in the politive, but his 
Church in the ſuperlative degree and fence. 

This ſuperlative Love, in bringing many Sons unto Glory, Chriſt 
hath a peculiar Commiſſion from the Father to take care of, and to 
promote, Mar. 28. 19, 20, Which he accordingly doth, in waſhing 
with Water them that believe his Word, Eph. 5. 26. or waſhing them 
from their Sin with his Blood, Rer. 1.5. tor the Water and Blood go 
together, x Fohn 5. 6. and are both figniticd in Baptiſm, as containing 
the compleat Work of Regeneration by the Blood and Spirit of Chriſt, 
and being ſo made clean, without ſpot or wrinkle, he preſents them 
to bimſelf,as true Members of his myſtical Boy, and then preſents them 
to the Father to be jultitied in Jadgment, an! being judged righteous, 
to be adopted to Sonſhip, or gloritied, Epheſ, 1. 5. 1 Tim. 4. 
= D is the Saviour of all Men, eſpecially of them that be- 

eve, 

The Wiſdom of God in Chriſt's Miniſterial Work is ſet forth in 
Gal, 3. from v. 19, to the end. The Apoſtle had poſitively afferted in 
Gal. 2. 16, That we are Juſtitied by the Law of Faith, and not b- the 
Law of Works, ec. an here he enquires the Reaſon in the Divine 
Wiſdom, why the Law was given atter the Promiſe ; and anſwers to 
- this effe&; After the Promiſe of Salvation, by a reconciling and re- 
; cecming, 
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decming Meliator, was made to 4brahem, God gave a Lay at Sinai, 
by way of Covenant, ſoleinnly tranſacted as between two Frieuils, by 
a Fricn. 1 Mediator, which ſecmed contrary to a reconciling Me- 
diator. 

Ard verily, Man (5:14 have been juſtifte1 by this Covenant, if 
he had kept it, tor Gzd is One, and conltant to one way of Salvation, 
bue God forelecivg the Weakneis of Man's Nature, without a farther 
Special Grace, and that he would break this Covenant, declareth in 
the Scripture, that this Law was given aiter the Promiſe, not to abo. 
liſh, but co eſtabliſh it, not to ſeck Righteouſneſs by doing it in our 
own Strength, but to be minilired as cur Covenant, only as a Mear: 
to make us know our Sin and Miſery, an! cauſe us to hunger and 
thirttz not after the Mediator of Friend(hip, but after the Mediator of 
Reconciliation and Redemption. Thus Faith is an AR of Obedience 
to the Law of Grace 3 and as it is written, Chriſt is the Author of Sal. 
vation to them that obey him. 


Of the Third End. 


The third End or Effe& (according to our manner of conception) 
why Chriſt ought to ſuffer theſe things and enter into Glory, was, 
to vindicate the Severity of Divine VindiQive Juſtice, againli the 
Neglc& or Contempt of God's Promiſe of Mercy to miſerable Mankind, 
by a Mediator in the firſt place freely offered. 

| Thisis hard to be explain'd, but probably thus : Mankizd for the 
fiſt Sin was preſently judged to the loſs of Eternal Life on Earth, and 
after a ſorrowful Lite, to perith in Death as the Bealis do 3 as may b: 
gathered from Pſal. 49. 12, and laſt Verſe, Man being in heneur, abide 
not, be is like the beaſts that periſh ; ( he became a rational Bealt ) con 
pared with Jobn 3. 

Immeliatcly after this Judgment it pleaſed God, out of his Love to 
Mankind, an. not from any other legal ſatisfaRtion, to make a volun- 
tary Promiſe of a rew way to Eternal Life by a Mediator, which Pro- 
miſe ſhould have Mercy, in the firlt place, with ſufficient ſtrength to 
reſiſt Temptation attending it, but ſhould be attended with greater 
Puniſhment upon the negle& and contempt of it, which was an Hel! 
in the Conſcience in this Life, and a Secon.i Death after the Reſurrc- 
Rion of the Body, in fellowſhip with the Devil and his Angels : out 
ſuch as were obedient according to the meaſure of their Light, (houl.: 
receive Eternal Lite, as a Reward accor. ing to the meaſure of Merc”; 
Hoſ. 10. 12. Sow to your ſelves in rigbteouſneſi, reap in mercy. Hereupon 
thoſe of Mankind who embraced not the way of Mercy, remained un- 
cer the Law of Works, with an aggravation of Puniſhment of a Second 
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Death after the Reſurre&ion of the Body, and thoſe that receivel 
the Grace of God in vain, were un.er the fame condemnation ; but 
thoſe that received this Grace were under the Law of Greece, Thus 
Abel was under the Lai of Grace, but Cain, and all the Cainites (a dr 
generate Seed) were under the Law of Works, ard jidgrd thereb in 
tne Flood, and after the Flood the way of M-rcy by the Mcliator 
was renewed to all Mankind ; Gen. 4. 7. Tf thou deft w+!!, foalt thin 
not be accepted ? but if thou doeft not well, Sin lycth at thy doors (ive) if 
thou ſacriticelt well, as thy Brother Abel did, in coming to Go.i in the 
way of his Mercy, by*a Meciator, thou (halt be acccpre.i ; but if thoy 
comeit in the way of thy own Righteouſncls, (as thou did) thy Sin 
remains unpardoned, and thy Perſon unaccepted 3 2 Thefſ. 1. 7, S. the 
Lord Jeſus (hall come in flaming Fire, to take vengeance on thvm that 
know not God, and that obey not the Goſpel ot our Lord J<f15 Chrift, 
Heb. 2. 3. Fw ſhall we eſcape if we negle@ ſo great ſalvation ? 


Of the Fourth End. 


The fourth End of Chriſt's ſuffering theſe things, an. entring into 
Glory, #as, to iuccour and relieve the Recicerncd in all their Sufferings 
which they ought to ſuffer, and are not re.leem:d from. 

As it was the will ofthe Fathcr, that Chriſt thoul i ſuffer in the Body 
or Human Nature, denying kim(clt, an. taking up his Croſs in obedience 
to him, in order to the perfecting the meritorious Work of Redzmpti- 
on for his Church ; ſo allo it was his Will, that Chrilt (hould cxercile 
his Church in Selt-denial, in taking up the Crofs and following of 
him, as his Diſcipline over them, to perfe&t his miritterial Work in 
them, as the Captain of their Salvation, and the Biſlcp of their Souls. 
Col. 1, 24. T rejoyce in my ſufferings fir you, and fill up that which is be- 
hind of the afflitions of Chriit in my fl:h, for his bodies ſuke, which is the 
Church, And 2 Tim. 2. 10, I endure all things for the eleFs ſake. 

Note, that when the Apolile ſpeaks of {uffcring for the Ele&, an4 
for the Body of Chrift, the Church, it is for their clification 3 and 
when he calls his Sufferings the Sufferings of Chritt, he means thoſe 
Sufferings whereof Chriſt is the Author : for theſe Expretlions of Pau!, 
the Croff of Chriſt, the Suffering of Chriſt, the Fai:h of Chriſt, and the 
Righteouſneſs of God, winen they are {poken and meniioned in reference 
to Man, do fignitie, that Chritt is the Author of the Croſs, and of Sut- 
ferings, and of Faith, and that God is ihe Author of Rightcouſn els; 
and the genitive caſe in ſuch expreſſions notes it to be genitivus effcicn- 
tz, and is of the ſame lignitication as if the prepoſition 4 were pre= 
hxcd 3 as will appear b/ comparing 2 Cor. 5. 1S, 21. and Rom. 1. 
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ult. Our Bleſſed Saviour, after his Sufferings, enters into Glory, 
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that he may be able to ſuccour thoſe that ſuffer for Righteouſneſs

2. By giving them an Example, what to ſuffer, and how to ſuffer, 
3. By ſupporting their Spirits in the Power of Faith and Patience, 
4. By (caſonable Deliverances,
